The party consisted of Mr. and Mas. 
N. M. Ostryznuik, two daughters, and 
a young friend named Babe Banner- 
man, who were en route for Banff for 
the week-end. As they were driving 
round a curve the car skidded, turned 
right aroud twice and then toppled 
over on the road. Little Mary, aged 
nine years, was killed instantly, her 
head being pinned under the top of 
the car as she was flung partly out of 
it when it tipped over.

BETTER SALARIES FOR 
RURAL POSTMASTERS 


~ Ottaa,.May 28.—The intention on 
the.part of ‘the government to increase 
the salary of rural posytmasters was 
expressed by Hon. P. J. Veniot, -post- 
master-general, in the house of com- 
mons Saturday night, when estimates 
fér the post office department were 
Wunder discussion. Mr. Veniot said 
that the minimum salary at present 
is $60 until the revenue reaches $120 
per annum. As the revenue increases 
up to $1,000 the salary is 50 per cent.

Good roads ure neces- 
sary, but local citizens must keep 
abreast of changing conditions.” 


There is much very sound common 
sense in that editorial. No reason 
exists why every place on a good road 
should not bénefit by the greater 
amount of traffic the highway is sure 
to attract. There is no truth in the 
theory that tourists rush through to 
the large cities. The average tourist 
is a person of very limited means. 
He dines and he rests, if possible, at 
places where he can combine comfort 
and economy. If there is good ac- 
commodation in a small town he much 
prefers to pay the lesser price for 
the high-class hotel there rather than 
pay just as much in a large city for 
second-class accommodation. It is 
generally admitted that municipal 
councils should do everything in their 
power to encourage comfortable inns 
and hotels, even to subsidizing them. 


For those tourists who prefer to 
camp out, every town and village 
should have a clean, convenient and 
attractive municipal motor camp. It 
is amazing how quickly the news of a 
good camp spreads by word of mouth 
to visiting tourists.

RECKLESS RACING ON HIGHWAYS 


With the coming of summer weuth- 
er, opening of good roads, and begin- 
ning of tourist traffic, the annual pest 
of the irresponsible automobile driver 
is again on hand. Worst among 
these are the men who race their 
cars on the gravelled roads. Criminal 
is the only fitting term to describe 
this kind of folly. 

Sunday evening, on the Banff trail, 
between Calgary and Cochrane, a 
gross case of this nature was noted. 
Two cars racing each other to Cal- 
gary swept side by side over the 
brow of ® sharp hill going more than 
fifty miles an hour, and missed 
“sideswiping” a car coming toward 
them by inches. A handbreadth of 
space separated an evening of pleas- 
ure from one of dire tragedy. 

At the same time it must be said 
that of the hundreds of drivers tra- 
versing this pleasure highway during 
the evening, these two were the only 


ones so utterly regardless of the 
rights and lives of others. But why 


‘should one or two fools be at liberty 
to endanger women and _ helpless 
children who are in. charge of a care! 
ful driver? Why should a ‘careful 
driver have to dodge into the ditch 
to avoid reckless persons who have 
no business with an automobile 
license? 

The 'time is at hand when the pro- 
vincial government must take some 
more drastic steps to regulate driving 
on the highways. On Sunday, the pro- 
vincial -police started the motorcycle 
patrol with one man on the Banff 
highway. This is net sufficient. There 
sliould be more policemen. They 
should be provided with an automobile 
and not a motorcycle. Not only is 
motorcycling dangerous to the patrol- 
man on the gravelled roads but a 
motorcycle can be easily “spotted” 
miles distant by the drivers who. care 
nothing for the rules of the road or 
the lives and rights of others. 

The stiffest sort of. punishment 
should be meted out to drivers con- 
victed of paaee.on the highways. It 
is’ not a’ question so much of speed 


preventing cars from passing one 
another at high speed. A driver \who 
indulges in that sort of recklessness 
should receive a jail sentence and 
not a fine. It would add to the effect- 
‘iveness of the punishment if he were 
also deprived of his right to drive a 
car for a _ stated period.—Calgary 
Herald.

KEEP SUMMERFALLOW 
LAND “BLACK” 


The object of the summerfallow is 
three-fold: To conserve moisture; to 
eradicate perennial weeds with creep- 
ing root stalls, and to lower the weed 
seed content of the soil. Experiments 
conducted at the Dominion experi- 
mental station, Lacombe, indicate 
that none of the summerfallow substi- 
tute crops is as efficient as the bare 
fallow’ in this respect, writes G. E. 
DeLong, of the staff. 

Experiments with different summer- 
fallow treatments show that any meth- 
od of fallowing which will keep the 
land “black” will give good results.

‘ ALBERTA CONFERENCE 
The 1928 Alberta Conference met in 
Central United church, Edmonton, on 
May 28 at 8 p.m, closing on Monday 
May 28, at 10 p.m., with morning, af- 
ternoon and evening sessions each 
day, There was a regigtration of 253 
delegates, 170 ministers and 83 lay- 
men, with a host of visitors. It was 
a very excellent conference consider- 
ed from every point of view. The 
periods of worship were most inspir- 
ing; the business was conducted in a 
most business-like manner; contro- 
versial matters were. debated most 
keenly and finally “settled in a fine 
Christian spirit, as if all positively 
agreed to submerge personal ambi-

M. Grant, detivered the conference 


sermon, and assisted by others, dis- 
pensed the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper at the opening session.

CHESTER WHITE HOGS 
NOT WANTED IN ALBERTA 


It has’ come: to the attentiom of the 
Department of “Agriculture that rep- 
resentatives of the Central ‘United’ 
States Swine Company are working 
their way north and are now busy in 
the Blindman Valley, Stettler, Clive 
and elsewhere. , They state that the 
company has the permission and en- 
dorsation of the Alberta Government 
to carry on their work here. It may 
be pointed out thatthe company’s of- 
ficials have never called on the Al- 
berta’ Department: of Agriculture to 
discuss the matter of bringing a lard 
type of hog into "his provipce. They 
have, however, registered lunder the 
Foretgn Companies Act, by reason of 
which they can do business. This 
permit was secured from the Provin- 
cial Secretary’s ‘Department and not 
from the Department of Agriculture. 
In order to secure a license, the chief 
things which the company is required 
to do are as follows: To appoint an 
attorney resident.in the province; to 
give the location of its headquarters 
and statement -of assets: and liabil- 
ities. Under the: circumstances the 
Provincial Secretary’s Department has 
no option: but to grant the license 
when application is made. It willebe 
noted that the assets of this company 
are owned almost entirely in U.S. If 
it became necessary for any purchaser 
of Cliester White ‘hogs to enforce, the

Recent study of the flying mechan- 
ism of the world’s speediest creature, 
a South American fly known as 
Cephenemyia, says “Tit-Bits,” has 
suggested the possibility that we may 
eventually tripie the present aero- 
plane speed record of three hundred 
miles an hour. This would make it 
possible to fly round the earth in just 
under thirty hours, travelling at-a 
speed of 815 miles an hour. The 
Cephenemyia fly covers 815 miles an 
hour, or nearly four hundred yards a 
second, and, with tremendous power 
stored in its light-weight body, moves 
so swiftly that it can only be seen as 
a blur. 


The executive of the A.OT.S. Clubs 
of British Columbia, representing 
eighteen humdred members of twenty- 
eight men’s clubs connected with the 
Churches, has written every member 
of the Legislature urging that atten- 
tion be given this gession to the evils 
allegedly following horseracing meets. 
“The business of horse racing,” the 
letter states, “has passed from what 
Was at one time a sport, imto an or- 
ganized business of gambling to such 
an extent that the moral effect is very 
harmful to the youth of this Province, 
who are rapidly becoming inured to 
the harmful practice of gambling,” 
The letter asks that horse- -racing 
business be prohibited in British 
Columbia. 

It wis at the suggestion of # dis- 
tinguished naturalist that the British 


-Government- presented six Tibetan 


yaks to the Government of Canada for 
experimental purposes in Manitoba. 
It is believed that the northern 
prairies of Canada,_. west of Hudson 
Bay, are capable of supporting vast 
herds of yaks, whose thick coats 
would resist the severe cold of win- 
ter, and also be proof against the sum- 
mer mosquito. 

It appears that the yak has great 
economic value. Its flesh is finer 
grained than beef; of the coarser 
hair, the Tibetans make strong cloth, 
and of the finer-grades of hair, soft 
shawls and carpets. For the herd of 
yaks, the Dominion officials have 
fenced off a piece of rough pastoral 
land that contains a deep wooded 
gorge. If the herd grows large enough 
they will probably transfer the ani- 
mals to the open prairies of the far 
nortli— Onward.
